Why did they change the prayer before Communion? 

Over the last several years, some Protestant scholars have converted to the Catholic 
Church. Several converted because they had decided to study Christianity and 
research its roots in order to prove that the Catholic Church had strayed from the 
true faith. But as they researched, they saw how our faith is deeply rooted in 
Scripture. Consequently, those converts gained great appreciation for the Mass, 
precisely because the prayers are taken from the Scriptures. 

Just before we receive Holy Communion, we pray the prayer you see in the left 
column. Those words will change with the new missal so that they more closely 
mirror the scripture passages which they reflect (right column). See the notations 
which indicate their origin in the Bible. 

Priest 

This is the Lamb of God 

Who takes away the sins 
of the world. 

Happy are those who are called 
to his supper. 

People 

Lord, I am not worthy 
to receive you, 
but only say the word 

and I shall be healed. 


Behold the Lamb of God, 

behold him who takes away 
the sins of the world (Jn. 1:29). 

Blessed are those called 

to the supper of the Lamb (Rev. 19:9). 

Lord, I am not worthy 

that you should enter under my roof, 
but only say the word 

and my soul shall be healed (Matt 8:8). 


The prayer recalls John the Baptist who sees Jesus and says, "Behold the Lamb of God . 
. ." (Jn. 1:29). He points to Jesus as the Messiah with power to "take away the sin of 
the world." He invites people to believe in Jesus, God's "Chosen One" who will 
baptize with the Holy Spirit. Before we receive Communion, we are also invited to 
believe in the Risen Christ present in the Eucharist. His Eucharistic presence has 
the power to free us from sin and fill us with the Holy Spirit. 


The next phrase, " Blessed are those called to the supper of the Lamb" is taken from a 
vision from the book of Revelation which describes the victory of the saints at the 
heavenly wedding banquet. These saints are dressed in "white linen" (a "wedding 
garment") because they are the "bride of the Lamb" (Jesus Christ). The Bible often 
describes the bond between God and his people as a marriage bond. At this point 
in the Mass, the Eucharist is compared to a wedding feast in which God pours out 
his love for us. And those called must imitate his selfless love because they are 
clothed in "white linen" which is the "good deeds of the saints" (Rev. 19:9). 

The words "Lord, I am not worthy ..." recall the story of a Roman soldier (a 
centurion) with great faith in Jesus' power to heal his servant (Matt. 8:5-13). We 
often might feel that they express our unworthiness before God. Yes, we are not 
worthy of God's love, but this prayer is more about FAITH than being unworthy. 


Read the Scripture passages associated with these prayers, and reflect on how the 
Lord Jesus wants us to receive Eucharist with great faith in his power to heal us.
